The portion of the original hill 
creating the Hamlin District, 
which had included some land 
in Fisher County, was deleted 
from the Hamlin measure 
The committee also passed an 
uncontested bill creatin g a 
Fisher County Hospital District, 
and tabled SB 451 which would 
have allowed an election on a 
countywide hospital district for 
Jones County. 
Jones County has been em ­ 
broiled in controversy the past 
few weeks over the hospital 
d istrict 
issue, 
which 
was 
originally introduced by Sen 
Jack Hightower of Vernon 
Hightower said he had turned 
the issue of whether to have 
three small districts or one 
larg e district over to the 
citizens and the public health 
and welfare subcommittee to 
work out. 
Sen 
Bob 
G am m age 
of 
Houston, chairm an 
of 
the 
subcommittee, said the citizens 
had worked it out the best they 
could among themselves. 
One aide said the committee 
wanted to approve the three 
district concept bill last week, 
but that it got too confusing with 
over 50 people from 
Jones 
County crowded into the small 
hearing room. 
Sen. Betty Andujar of Fort 
Worth originally ojected to the 
Stamford district bill. but later 
asked the committee to pass the 
bill, saying she had heard only 
one side of the issue and did not 
feel she should interfere in the 
local affairs of Jones County. 


Opponents to the measures 
had 
contended 
that 
three 
districts were not needed in a 
county of 16,000 persons, that 
there would not he a sufficient 
tax base for three districts and 
that neighbors across the road 
from each other could he paying 
greatly differing taxes to two 
separate hospitals.

Tuesday, but the subcommittee 
delayed action pending arrival 
of the Senate bill from the 
House.
